“ JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE” 
Verdict Declares That the Slay- 
ing Was Done in Self- 
Defense.

When the Coroner's jury announced 
‘ts verdict of homicide justified by self- 
ciefense in the case of Micl sel Landers, 
Miss Theresa Su'livan, his flancee and 
slayer, threw up her arms with a shrill 
cry and fell prone upon the floor in a 
dead faint before her attentive mother 
and sister could catch her. 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd helped raise the 
girl, and called attendants to bring 
water and a physician. When the ex- 
hausted girl recovered consciousness her 
first thought was of her mother. 

“Oh, my mother, my mother!” she 
cried, and buried her drawn, pallid face 
upon her mother’s ample shoulders and 
twined her thih arms about her portly 
waist. Mrs. Sullivan fondled her with 
homely caresses. 

Miss $ullivan then turned to her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Mamie McGovern, who had 
supported her during the terrors of the 
inquest, and kissed her. 

The exoneration by the Coroner’s jury 
was due to the testimony 
Mrs. John Thompson of 4215 North 
Broadway, who said that they saw Lan- 
ders strike his sweetheart twice before 
she stabbed him, and to that of John 
L. Nellis, 4329 North Second street, who 
swore he saw the youth make two 
Junges at the girl, as if striking blows. 
The jury was out but 10 minutes. 

“Tess"’ Sullivan, who is only 22 years 
| old, was a pitiable figure during the 
inquest Monday and Tuesday. The elo- 
quence of suffering spoke from her }lus- 
terless eyes, dim with long nights of 
weeping; from her features, withered 
with grief; from the exhaustion of her 
pose, and from the transparency of her 
hands. Mostly, as if broken .in body 
and spirit, she leaned against her sister, 
her face hidden despairingly upon her 
bosom, Often her weeping, as weak 
and pitiful as that of a sick child, was 
audible, 

Girl a Nervous Wreck. 








After the inquest, she was taken by 
policemen to the offfee of the Circuit 
Attorney to learn whether she should 
be held for trial. As he was absent she 
was sent back to the City Hospital, 
where she has been treated for nerv- 
ous breakdown since the tragedy. 

“I was a witness of the tragedy,” 
testified Nellis. “I was walking north 
on Broadway on the night of Aug. 9, 
and passed the vacant lot next door 
to the house in which Mr. and Mrs. 
Thompson live. Every night a gang of 
roughs gather in that lot to ‘can’ beer 
and insult passers-by 

Was in the Crowd. 

“Landers was in the crowd. 

“Miss Sullivan and he were quarrel- 
ing as I approached, and as I didn’t 
want to get into trouble, I crossed the 
street. I heard her ask him why he 
hadn’t kept an appointment with her. 
He replied with curses, and told her 
to gO away, as he was tired of see- 
ing her. While quarreling they half 
crossed the street, and then returned 
to the sidewalk. 

“They talked there for awhile, and I 
couldn’t hear what they saiu. Suddenly 
She grabbed his hat and ran into the 
street, calling him to come with her. 
He stood in silence for a minute and 
then, with an oath, walked slowly tow- 
ard her. 

“When within a few feet of her, he 
made a leap and seized her violently 
about the waist, trying to take his 
hat from her. 

“She struggled and screnmed in his 
grasp. Her resistance seemed to infuri- 
ate him, for all at once I saw him strike 
her on the body two vicious jabs, one 
with each clenched hand. I could see 
clearly, although it was 9:30 p. m., be- 
cause the girl wore a white shirt 
waist and hea dark coat. 

Her Cry of Grief. 

“After she was struck, the girl threw 
both hands into the air, and I did not 
know anything had happened until I 
saw blood upon the pavement. Then, 
with a cry of ‘My God, what have I 
done?” the young woman fled. 

The only other new witness Tuesday 
was Fred Wagner, a l4#-year-old boy, 
who was summoned by John Landers, 
father of the dead man, and who said 
he saw the stabbing. He declared that 
he did not see Landers strike the girl. 
He admitted, after a sharp cross-exam- 
ination by Dr. Lloyd, that he had been 
coached by Mrs. Ellen Bierman, the 
only witness on Monday who declared 
the girl. stabbed her flance without 
provocation.

A genéral strike of ali union 
graph operators United 
and Canada has been ordered by 
the Commercial 


Telegraphers’ Union of America, ac- 
cording to information received at local 
strike headquartets in the Merchants- 
Laclede Building ‘Tuesday. The only 
news received was a flash that the 
union tclegraphers had all been ordered 
out. 

This order, the local union officials 
say, will cripple the telegraph service of 
the entire North American 2ontinent, 
and make it practicall} firapossible for 
the telegraph companies to operate 
more than a few wires. They say, ‘oo, 
that the strike cannot be broken bv the 
means emploved in 1883, when thou- 
sands of railroad telegraphers were 
drafted into the main offices the 
companies. 

The railroad telegraphers, now better 
organized than even the Commercial 
telegraphers, and in fuli sympathy with 
them, will refuse to take the places of 
the strikers. 

25,000 to 30,000 Involved. 
The general strike order, it is said, 


will not only bring out from 25.000 
30,000 operators, but will legalize, from 
the union stardpoint, ali of the existing 
strikes. 


President Ewing of the St. Louis Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ Union said Tues- 
day morning that the leased wire and 
stock ticker operators, the only union 
telegraphers now at work in the city, 
probably -will not be ¢alled out during 
the day. President Ewing received a 
dispatch from Chicago stating that the 
brokers and commission merchants 
there had signed the union scale, with 
a minimum of $0 a week and a maxi- 
mum of $40. 

Ewing was of the opinion that the St. 
Louis employers of operators for leased 
wire service would follow the lead of 
the Chicago brokers. The {ndividual op- 
erators employed by the different brok- 
erage houses of St. Louis presented 
their demands Tuesday morning, but no 
action has been taken. They have de- 
manded & minimum wage scale of $25 a 
week, better working hours, and oper- 
ators to be relieved of all clerical work, 
such as bookkeeping and typewriting. 
If the demands are not granted the 
leased wire operators probably will 
strike. 

The managers of the Postal and West- 
ern Union companies say they are mov- 
ing all telegraphic business they can 
get, but that some of it is subject to 
delay. Notwithstanding the statements 
that the companies are able to take care 
of business practically all commerce in 
any way dependent upon quick informa- 
tion is suspended. The Merchants’ Ex- 
change {is even in a worse shape than 
on Monday. 

Only the Chicago markets are being 
received over the wires. and the Nsw 
York stock markets by ticker. There is 
no news from the country districts. 
Traders are inactive. afraid either to 
buy or sell. 

One lone operator is at work in the big 
hall. Additional long-distance telephones 
are being put in. but they will not in- 
crease the fatilities to the extent tae 
business can be transacted with anv- 
thing like the dispatch that prevails 
under normal condition.

N TEAR BABY 
BOM SHRIEKING 
MOTHER'S ARMS 
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Her 9-months-old baby was torn from 
the arms of Mrs. Harriett Bates Tues- 
day by deputy sheriffs who invaded the 
matron’s quarters at the Four Courts, 
armed with an order from Judge Taylor 
of the Court of Criminal Correction. 

Amid the desperate struggle between 
the mother and the deputies, the infant 
did not even whimper, although the 
shrieks of her mother aroused the oc- 
cupants of the building. After little 
Alice Theodore was wrested from her 
mother’s hands, she was hurried to the 
Children’s Home Society of Missouri, at 
4427 Margaretta avenue. 

Mrs. Bates was sentenced Monday to 
serve a year in Jail, after being found 
guilty of having lived with Columbus H. 
Schell as his wife, at 490 Penrose street. 
At the same time Schell was sentenced 
to serve a year in the Workhouse. 

The couple had previously been found 
guilty of the same offense and fined $10. 
Schell served 33 days in the Workhouse, 
while Mrs. Bates was paroled: Judge 
Taylor now imposes upon Mrs. Bates 33 
days on the former convretion before be- 
ginning her year on the second charge. 
Schell's wife instituted both prosecu- 
tions. 

When Ioeputy Sheriff John Beckley 
and two guards entered the matron’s 
quarters, where mother and child have 
been imprisoned, Mrs. Bates was not yet 
dressed. The baby was uneclad. The 
mother was told to dress the infant. 


Refuses to Dress Baby. 

“I will not do it. It fs a trick!’ she 
screamed. She was told that she was 
wanted in court, and she might dress 
the baby and bring her along. She re- 
‘fused. Beckley advancea into the room, 
followed by the guaras. Hugging the 
baby to her breast Mrs. Bates retreated 
to an inner room which she had been 

Taking her stand in the doorway 
she shouted: “You shall not take 
her. I will die first.” One of the 
guards grabbed her by the arm, while 
Beckley seized the baby by an arm. 
The other guard took the child's other 
arm. The woman fought across the 
floor of the room as the deputies tried 
to drag the baby from her. 

Reckley interposed his body be- 
tween mother and child, allowing the 
guards to wrest the little one from 
the mother. The baby was dressed in

The police census now being taken 
should show that East St. Louis has 
over 53,000 inhabitants, which will en- 
title the city to an additional judge of 
the City Court, if the new East St. 
Louis City Directory is a_ criterion. 


The new books are being distributed by 
the Gould Directory Co. and estimate 
East St. Louis’ poputation at 63,298, in- 
cluding the suburbs. 

The new book has 31,649 names and is 
claimed to be the most complete ever 
issued In East St. Louis. The directory 
officials figure that half of the popuia- 
tion are either children or minors or 
foreigners who were missed in the can- 
vass and whose names do not appear, 
thus giving the city twice as many resi- 
dents as appear in the book. 

The suburbs mentioned are Lans-

‘When the Federal census was 
taken in 1900 East St. Louis officially 
had 29,000 residents. The police census 
will be completed in about one month.

“Crushing and browbeating! How sbeard. People say that because they 
do not know how the great business was founded and how it was fostered. 
There has been great injustice done to the people who founded the com- 
pany. For all these years no one has known and no one has seemed to have 
eared enough to find out how it came into existence. 

HOW STANDARD OIL WAS ORGANIZED. 


“Let me tell you how the Standard Oil Co. came to be organized. I had 
been in the commission business for some time here in Cleveland. I passed 
t the panic of the ‘50s. I received a splendid business training, and, 
when I went into the oil business just after the war, I found that it stood me 
in stead. I knew the value of money. I knew the value of confidence. 
I knew what money could be borrowed on confidence and what that meant. I 

knew, too, where waste could be stppedo, where the middlemen could be dispensed 
with, where the rough product could be bought cheaply. That commission busi- 
ness was a good training to me, and even now I have not said enough in appre- 
ciation of it. 

“After the war I was in business in 
Tleveland with M. B. Clark. Condi- 
tions in the ol! business in Cleveland 
gnd throughout the State were at their 
lowest ebb. Hundreds of people had 
gone into it foolishly. The demard was 

greatly oversupplied. Cleveland was 

getting out of it geographically. We 
were being shoved off the map. 
The First Combination. 

“Something had to be done. There 
was no transportation facilties and 
Yhose that existed were badly misman- 
aged and poorly handied. The whole 
Industry was on this eccount slipshod 
In the extreme. The price of oil was 
higher than it would have been under 
better conditions.

Conferences from time to time of attorneys- 
general of various states of the Mississippi Valley 
will prove highly beneficial if properly directed. 

These officers are charged with important du- 
ties and some of the questions now confronting 
them have new bearings which call for study and 
counsel, 

By discussion now and by co-operation hereafter 
much information can be made available in all the 
states and in this way law may be more ef- 
fectively applied and the cost of prosecutions ma- 
terially reduced. 

Beyond this point it will hardly be worth while 
to go. Attorneys-general are neither governors 
nor legislators. They can move only through the 
courts. Above all they should waste no time 
upon any refinement of the old State rights con- 
troversy. 

The true rights of the states are safe with the 
states. There is no disposition on the part of 
the Federal courts to interfere with them. There 
is no good reason why anybody should come to 
St. Louis to argue a point which has been set- 
tled. 

In dealing with the railroads, as in everything 
alse, the states are subject only to their own will 
—and the Constitution and laws of the United 
States. Conferences innumerable and without end 
will not change that situation.

Assessor’s Report Indicates Belle- 
ville Has Only Autos in St. 
Clair County. 





The only automobiles in. St. Clair 
County are the property of Bellevilleans, 
according to the annual report of the 
Board of Review now in session at 
Belleville. The report is made from 
the assessor’s books of the different 
townships and reveals some _ strange 
figures. The 10 automobiles are valued 
at $2950. 

East St. Louis diamonds last year 
were valued at $8520. This year they 
have shrunken in value to $5310. Taken 
throughout the county, the value of dia- 
monds has depreciated from $13,260 to 
$9775, despite the great advance in the 
price of the precious stones. 

In 1906 East St. Leuis paid taxes on 
1060 watches and clocks valued at $12,765. 
This year the town is charged with only 
602 timepieces of a total value of $7650. 
The number of timepieces in Belleville 
has increased from to 845, giving the 
smaller town nearly 200 more watches 
and clocks than East St. Louis. The 
value of watches and clocks in Belle- 
ville is given at

Wagons Disappear. 

Carriages and wagons are apparently 
also rapidly disappearing from East St.

The number of vehicles 
credited to Belleville is 715 this year, 
against 706 last year.

Weather Good and Movement 
Large—Cash Demand Good, 
but Prices Lower. 





Local wheat was extremely dull late 
in Tuesday’s session, and at the close 
prices were ic higher for the day. 

Liverpool cables closed unchanged to 
ld lower on spot wheat, and %d to 4d}g 
lower on the futures. Paris closed %c 
to %c lower on wheat and %c to 1%c 
lower on flour. Antwerp wheat closed 
%c to 14c lower. Berlin wheat 1%c low- 
liner and Budapest wheat 2c lower. The 
world’s visible supply statement, of 
course, was not issued today, and filuc- 
tuations were rapid, and in a fair range. 
There was no improvement in the wire 
service today, and inter-city trading was 
again almost at a standstill, but with 
the private wires running, and the Chi- 
cago board quotations being received 
regularly, operators were kept’ well 
posted as to the other markets, and 
there was a fairly active local trade. 
The market opened firm, there being 
some good buying on the but partial 
response at Liverpool to our large de- 
cline of yesterday, cables coming only 
52d to 4d lower, and on the theory that 
prices have broken enough for the pres- 
ent, and that they wwould_ respond 
readily in the present over-sold condition 
of the market to any improvement jin 
the strike news. 

The shorts were quite active taking 
profits at the start, and an fractional 
advance was scored. The market was 
very nervous, however, and it was diffi- 
cult to either buy or sell wheat. The 
weather is very good, being clear and 
rather cool throughout the greater por- 
tion of the North, Central and South- 
west. According to the best reports ob-« 
tainable threshing is progressing fa- 
forably, and returns mosiir satisfac- 
tory. The weather in the spring wheat 
belt is very good, but some reports of 
excessive cold were received from Can- 


ada. The movement of old spring wheat 
to the Northwestern markets continues 
somewhat over last year’s, but stocks 
there continue to decrease. The move- 
ment of winter wheat continues very 
heavy, and the weather is such as will 
facilitate a continuation of the large 
inflow. Supplies at most winter wheut 
markets continue to increase, though 
a fair volume is being shipped. There 
were private wire reports of a good 
export business being consummated, but 
no details were to be had. Foreign crop 
reports showed generally favorable 
conditions in European crops. Septem- 
ber wheat opened 4d@%c, fluctuated 
between 81 c and 8i%ec, advanced to 
81%, declined to 80%c, advanced to 81%c, 
and again sagged to 8lc. December 
wheat ope ned lec@ c higher at 386\c, 
advanced to 8)5%c, declined to 86 c, ad- 
vanced to S6%c, and declined to 857%c. 

The late trading was extremely dull, 
and prices were practically at a stand- 
still after a rally to 81%c for Septem- 
ber and to 86%c for December. There 
were long periods when even tentative 
bids and offers were absent, and the 
pit deserted. .here were practically no 
price changes late in the day, and Sep- 
tember closed le to I\%e higher for the 
day at 82%c and December 1\c higher 
at S7@87ec. 

Cash wheat was in good demand, but 
offerings were again very heavy, and 
prices were somewhat lower. Local re- 
ceipts of wheat were 141.062 bu, against 
80,452 bu last year, and shipments were 
OS, 660 bu.

quiet, and lower. Trading 
was light 


and features scarce. There 
was some good buying in December at 
the start, based on the \d higher ca- 
bles, and a small advance was scored 
in that option, but the tone later be- 
came easy and the close was %c lower. 
The weather for corn is very good now 
and the crop reports received stated im- 
provement. The movement increased 
sharply, though it is still under last 
year’s, but shipments were also good, 
and stocks still decreasing. September 
option opened unchanged at S24C, de- 
clined to 52c, recovered to 52%@52\4c, de- 
clined to 51%c and closed at 5l%ac. De- 
cember corn opened 4c higher at 49c, 
went as low as 48%c, advanced to 48%¢e, 
and closed at 48%c bid. 

Offerings of cash corn were quite 
‘arge, and prices were easier. Local re- 
ceipts of corn were 124,150 bu, against

Oats were firm. Receipts continue 
light and under the gvod cash demand 
and the quite liberal shipments, stocks 
are decreasing steadily. The weather 
for oats is good now, but damage to 
the crop is still being reported. The lo- 
cal future market on oats was quiet, 
but the tone good, and though the early 
advance was partially lost, the close 
was 4c higher for the day. There was 
a firm cash demand for oats and prices 
were well supported. Local receipts of 
oats were 51,200 bu, against 70,400 bu last 
year, and shipments were 60,150 bu.

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Creve Coeur: Dam Has Increased 
Depth of Water—Bathing 
Beach Next. 








Two persons were almost drowned at 
Creve Coeur Lake last Sunday, which 
to men who have been out to the lake 
for the past couple of years may sound 
like fiction. Creve Coeur Lake during 
the summer months for the past three 
or four years has been nothing more 
than a shallow pond. The water dur- 
ing the summer months dropped to lower 
than an average of 4 feet at times. 

At present the lake wil laverage close 
to 6 feet in depth. This is great news 
for yachtsmen, fishermen and other 
sportsmen, but bad news for the men 
and youths who have been in the habit 
of getting out in the middle of the lake, 
tipping a rowboat and walking to shore. 
The new dam at the northeast end of 
the lake, composed of concrete, has been 
finished and the outflow of the water 
to the Missouri River has been checked. 
The next time there is a raise in the 
Missouri and the water comes in at the 
southwest end of the lake, it will re- 
main until the men in charge of the dam 
wish to let some of it out. 

Before a “rickety~ plank and brush- 
wood dam was all that kept Creve Coeur 
Lake from becoming a thing of the past. 
The new dam is expected to turn the 
lake into a good pleasure resort. At 
present there is one long stretch of wa- 
ter in the lake where it is nearly .v 
feet deep. This is because of the dam. 
The Creve Coeur Yacht Club boats can 
now sail about without serious danger 
of having the keels of their boats catch 
fh the mud. 

A series of races for the Studt chal- 
lenge trophy will be inaugurated Sun- 
Sept. 1. The yachtsmen are all 
smiles because of the deep water over 
at least a part of the course, and some 
of the best racing seen at the lake in 
some time is expected. The first good 
raise in the river is expected to put the 
water up to 8 feet and the average 
depth will remain about 7 feet. 

How many persons are going to be 
fatally mistaken in the depth of the 
lake then remains to be seen. Two men 
last Sunday, neither of whom knew how 
to swim, jumped in the lake where they 
were formerly able to wade. The wa- 
ter was more than 6 feet deep and 
they had a nice battle to get out. A 
bathing beach is to be constructed at 
the lake and next year the St. Louis 
oarsmen, yachtsmen, swimmers and 
fishermen will find Creve Coeur Lake a 
real lake instead of a big pond two 
miles long and a half mile across. 

There is probably more fish in the 
lake than any lake near St. Louis. Last 
year and the year before for over a 
month the Fish Commissioners took on 
an average 1800 pounds of fish out of the 
lake every day by seining in an effort 
to eliminate the carp and buffalo.

The two burly pitchers are perfectly 
able to stand the strain of the work 
and Manager Jones is seriously can- 
sidering accepting their proposition. 

As a matter of fact, the spit balilists 
have been-doing the bulk of the pitch- 
ing since the beginning of the season 
and have worked much more than their 
records show. Each has gone in time

CURVE, which if mastered, prom- 
A ises to have as hevolutionary ef- 

fect on pitching as the now fa- 
mous spit ball is a shoot that George 
Winters of Boston, Case Patten of 
Washington and our own Harry Howell 
are experimenting with. Howell es- 
pecially is diligently at work upon it, 
and, though he has not as yet been able 
to control, is sanguine of final success 
with it. 

The new ball is more or less the an- 
tithesis of the present curve. It is 
neither thrown from the side of the 
hand, as the outshoot is, nor controlled 
by the thumb as the spitball, but de- 
pends for its break on a hitherto un- 
used factor in pitching, the third finger 
of the twirling hand. The ball is grasped 
very much like when held to pitch an 
inshoot, but instead of being guided by 
the first and second fingers it is pressed 
tightly and controlled from the side by 
the third. The effect produced is de- 
cidedly striking. 

The ball shoots straight up till close 
to the plate and then either drops or 
raises. Howell says that so far he him- 
self even is unable to say which it is 
going to do, and, until he has gained 
this very important piece of information 
about it, does not intend using it in 
a game, but will devote all of his spare 
time in trying, as he expressed it, ‘“‘to 
get the hang of the thing.’’ 

In yesterday's game Patten several 
times attempted to employ it, but at no 
time had any control with it, and the 
ball merely appeared to the casual ob- 
server as more or less of a wild pitch 
on the part of the Washington twirler. 
But the man who has had the greatest 
success of the year with it, who more 
or less is the discoverer of the new 
species and who is now pitching the 
best game of his career is George Wint- 
erg of Boston. Howell says the Bean- 
eater has a better knowledge of it than 
any man in the profession, and that not 
a little of his great work this year has 
been due to his use of the new cure. 

Apart from the deceptiveness of the 
curve, another feature of the new ball 
is the great resting effect it will have 
on the arms of the pitchers. At pres- 
ent but one set of tendons and muscles 
are employed in the pitching arm and 
what wears every pitcher is the con- 
stunt strain on the forearm due to the 
jerk and twist necessary to throw a 
curve ball. 

The new curve, though, is the direct 








opposite to the old and calls upon an 
entirely different set of ligaments and 
muScles in the forearm. The conse- 
quence of which will be the develop- 
ment of an auxiliary force in the arm 
and of course a corresponding help to 
the old overused source of power which 
constant calls upon finally wrecks ev- 
ery pitcher. 

FHlowell is enthusiastic over the future 
of the new shoot and feels confident 
that it will do much to put pitching 
on a more scientific basis and open the 
door to even newer discoveries in the 
art of twirling.
